Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  various  1 
factors  affecting  the  health  of  uhe  community  during  1942.  * 

regret  that  through  necessity,  it  is  presenLed  so  late.  The' 
report  is  an  abbreviated  one,  but  the  details  and  figures  on 
which  a  more  comprehensive  report  might  be  based,  are  available 
when  required. 


There  is  only  one  major  adverse  circumstance  t^D  vjhich  I 
need  draw  your  attention.  It. is  the  increase  in  Infanoile 
Mortality,  i.e.  the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

Infantile  Mortality.  ■  ' 

In  1942,  sixty  four  out  of  every  thousand  babies  born 
failed  to  survive.  In  the  last  10  years,  only  once  has  there| 
been  a  correspondingly  high  figure,  and  that  was  in  1935  when  ti 
figure  was  sixty  five  deaths  per  thouscmd  births.  In  1940)  a 
remarkably  low  infantile  mortality  was  recorded,  viz.  twenty  | 
nine  per  thousand  births.  I  would  like  to  see  this  maintain! 
and  I  think  in  time  it  can  be.  Usually,  Rochester  infantile*' 
mortality  compares  favourably  with  the  County  as  a  whole,  and  oi' 
account  of  the  high  rate  in  1942,  I  wish  to  draw  your  attention 
to  certain  relative  facts  and  to  make  certain  re commendations 

It  is  found  that'  the  majority  of  infant  deaths  occur  in 
the  first  month  after  birth  (neo  natal  deaths).  It  is  also 
known  that  these  deaths  in  the  firso  m')nth  of  life  are  largely  , 
due  to  causes  operative  before  birth,  in  other  words,  due  to 
ante-natal  conditions  in  their  widest  concept.  In  Rochest 

during  1942,  there  was  an  exceptionally  large  number  of  these 
early  infant  deaths. 

! 

Another  factor  responsible  for  the  increase  in  infant  j 
deaths  in  1942  was  the  greater  ravages  of  infections,  ohi'.fly  | 
of  the  lungs  and  bowel.  I 

One  can  say,  therefore,  that  the  high  rate  was  mainly  | 
the  result  of  (1;  ante-natal  conditions,  <and  (2) .  infec oions.  i 

The  term  *  ante-natal  conditions*  includes  not  only  the 
nursing  and  meaical  care  available  during:  pregnancy,  but  he 
nutrition,  economic  and  social  conditions,  housing  and  yv^r- 
criwdihp  of  the  expectant  mothers. 

In  this  statement  on  infantile  mortality,  no  mention  ha., 
been  maidc  of  still  births  which  are  defined  as  births  after  ^thu 
twenty  eighth  week  of  pregnancy  in  which  there  is  no ^ sign  01 
breathing  or  any  other  form  of  life  after  complete  birth. 

For  practical  considerations  a  still  birth  may  be^assumce 
to  be  in  the  same  category  as  a  neo-natal  death  (i.e.  within 
one  month  after  birth),  as  the  causes  in  both  are  largely  cue 
to  nate-natal  factors.  The  following  figures  are 

illuminating.  ' 

In  Rochester,  in  the  past  six  years,  there  have  been 
148  still  births,  I08  neo-natal  deaths  (within  one  month  of 
birth)  and  69  deaths  in  the  succeeding  11  months  (1  to  12 
months).  This  Indicates  that  most  of  the  non-survivors 
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died  largely  from  factors  operative  before  or  at  birth. 

Most  of  the  others  were  the  victims  of  infections. 

Whilst  it  is  not  possible  at  the  moment  to  cope  effectively 

with  all  the  adverse  factors  affecting  ehe  problem  of  infantile 

mortaliiiy  (e.g.  housing)  much  can  be  done  now. 

I  would  re commend: - 

1.  An  extension  in  clinic,  medical  and  nursing*  facilities  for 
ante-natal  care,  wioh  more  hospital  beds  for  complicated 
pregnancy,  more  maternity  beds  for  normal  and  abnormal  cases, 
together  with  more  hospital  provision  for  premature  and  sick 
babies. 

2.  The  further  education  of  the  expectant  mothers  on  their  food 
and  general  preparation  for  maternity^  through  the  Health 
Visitors-  rand  all  other  available  means.  This  will  require 
more  HecOlth  Visitors  than  at  present.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  there  is  considerable  i^^^norance  in  the  simple  rules  of 
hygiene  and  dietetics,  and  enlightenment  of  the  general 
public  on  these  subjects  is  essential. 

3.  The  provision  of  nursery  accommodation  so  that  the  expectant 
mother  with  young  children  may  havo  reasonable  periods  of  rest. 

4.  Prevision  of  a  domiciliary  nursing  service  for  Infectious 
diseases  with  two  main  objects 

(3)  Adequate  nursing  care,  and 

(b)  As  a  method  of  home  educaoion  in  domestic  hygiene  and 
the  consequences  of  its  absence* 

I  consider  the  provision  of  such  a  service  a  primary  measure 
to  combat  the  dangers  of  infection  In  young  children,  as  it 
is  usually  on  account  of  poor  hygiene,  combined  with  i^aulty 
feeding,  that  Infants  contract  infection., 

5.  Extension  of  Homo  Helps  services  during-  pregnancy  and  con¬ 
finement. 


Births. 

The  birth  rate  for  -the  past  10  years  is  shown  on  page  7* 

The  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  which  has  been  evident  since 
1938)  is  more  marked  in  1942. 

Attendances  at  Milk  Distribution  and  Advice  Centres. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  attendances  at  these  Centres 
(9372  attendances  as  compared  with  8o33  in  19^1) •  This 
increase  occurrod  entirely  at  the  Wallace  Road  and  Temple  Centres 
which  were  opened  in  aPder  to  avoid  long  journeys  by  the  mothers 
and  children.  The  inference  Is  -that  If  a  Centre  is 

conveniently  situated,  use  will  be  made  of  it,  distance  from 
the  homo  being  a  matter  of  some  importance  to  the  working 
mother.  It  is  a  point  worth  remembering  in  any  post-war 
extension  of  clinic  services.

War-time  Nurseries. 

Rtrood  Nursery  opened  as  an  experimenu^l  nursery  for  ten 
children  in  March  1941,  and  was  extended,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  take  forty  children,  opening  on 
April  21st,  1942. 
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A  request  to  estoblish  another  Nursery  on  the  Rochester  i 
side  of  the  river  also  received  approval,  anc'.  yairmount  Nursery 
59>St.  Marg:ret*s  street,  was  opened  on  March  24th,  1942,  with  ! 
accommodation  for  thirty  children. 

It  was  also  decided  to  accommodate  children  over-night,  a! 
in  June,  provision  w^^s  made  for  a  maximum  of  ten  children  at 
.Strood  Nursery. 

Later  in  the  year  the  demand  for  a:rmis3ions  increased  and! 
proposals  were  made  to  increase  the  accommodation  at  Rtrojd 
Nursery  to  seventy  places,  and  at  Fairraount  Nursery  to  eighty 
places. 

Both  Nurseries  became • affiliated  to  the  National  Society 
Children's  Nurseries,  and  were  approved  for  tht  trainin^^  of 
students  desirous  of  taking'  a  diploma. 

One  of  the  troubles  in  administering  the  Nurserie,e  has  b^; 
found  in  maintaining  the  attendances  of  children  at  an  economic 
level.  Absence  is  ox'ten  caused  by  infectious  or  other  illness 
and  other  children,  through  illness  of  the  mother  or  domestic 
circumstances,  are  unable  to  attend  regularly. 

The  Nurseries  do  not  run  to  capacity,  which  is  fortunate 
some  respects,  but  their  economic  position  would  be  much  soundo: 
they  could  operate  with  a  reasonably  large  and  regular  dai  ly 
admission. 

As  from  the  end  of  April  1942,  a  total  of  70  places  was 
available  in  the  two  Nurseries.  The  numbers  of  children  oi

significance  than  it  would  be  in  older  children.

Distribution  of  Milk. 

"About  1,000,000  more  pints  of  milk  were  issued  under  the 
National  Scheme.  The  chief  increase  was  in  the,  issue  at  2d.,  p' 
pint  and  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  issue  free  of  cost. 


Infectious  Diseases . 

Diphtheria . 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  immunised,  viz.  1023  in  194-2,  as  against  7^8  in  194-1 
474  in  1938,  but  in  spite  of  the  Improvement,  this  form  of 
protection  against  a  very  fatal  infectious  disGrpse  must  occomo 
more  popular  if  epi'ilemics  are  to  be  prevented. 


There  were  six  cases  and  no  deaths  in  1942.

Measles  was  prevalent,  the  epidemic  reacliinp,  its  peak:  in  June. 
There  were  2o3  notified  cases  with  no  deaths. 

V/hooping:  CouFh. 

Most  of  the  infections  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  at  the  end  of  which  there  was  an  abrupt  decline. 
There  were  150  cases  with  two  deaths. 

Pneumonia  caused  23  deaths. 

Cerebro  Spinal  ?e vc r . 

There  were”T^atal  cases  amon^:  5  notified  cases. 
Infective  Jaundice. 

This'^disease  became  evident  in  the  district  in  November 
and  December,  but  as  it  is  not  a  notifiable  diso-.ise  Uie  nmaber 
of  cases  is  not  known. 


Scabies. 

Two  centres  for  treatment  were  available,  orm  at  'jtrood 
Institution  and  the  pther  at  qt.Williom^s  Hospital.  Both 
centres  are  in  the  cleansing:'  section  of  1st  Aid  Posts.  273 
patients  were  treated. 


Treatnent  of  Infectious  DiseasovS. 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases  other  than  Typhus  and  <5mallp:)ox. 

Plans  were  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Healtli,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Kent  County  Council,  to  effect  further  co-ordination  in 
the  hospital  services  for  infectious  diseases.  Broadly 
speaking;,  the  scheme  arranf^es  for  iho  amiiission  of  cas^s  from 
any  district  to  any  Infectious  Diseases  Hospit^il  in  the  County 
area  should  the  necessity  arise.  <?uch  admissions  will  be 
made  throurh  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  scheme 
does  not  alter,  but  simply  extends,  the  cxistin^r  cirrangements 
made  between  Rochester  and  adjoinin.c:  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals  Authorities. 


(b)  Hospital  provision  for  Rmallpox. 

In  pre-waF"years’  the  London  County  Council  and  the  Port 
of  London  Authority  agreed  to  accept  cases  to  their  respective 
hospitals,  providod  there  was  available  accommodation  after 
meeting  thoir  own  noeds. 

The  St.William^s  Joint  Hospital  Board  have  also  av  .liable 
a  temporary  building  to  which  cases  may  be  admitted. 


These  provisions  were  considered  to  be  ineffective  un„cr 
war-time  conditions,  and  as  similar  difficulties  presented 
themselves  throughout  the  County  area,  the  County  Council,  nt 
the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  held  a  Conference  with 
all  Local  Authorities  concerned,  at  which  a  joint  scheme  wee 
proposed,  viz.  to  provide  the  nocess,ary  acconimoda tion  at 
Dislingbury  and  the  V/est  Kent  Hospital.  These  proposals  were 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  ye.ar. 

(c)  Hospital  provision  for  Typhus  Fever. 

This  mister  a'lso  received^conSideration  during'  1942.  The 
Kent  County  Council,  in  co-operation  with  .all  Local  Authorities 
in  Kent,  decided  to  adapt  part,  of  Bow  Arrow  Hospital,  Dartfurd, 
for  the  acmiission  and  treatment  of  Typhus.  An  additional 

provision  formulated  by  agran^'ement  with  the  London  County 
Council  was  the  a'fimissi'pn  of  the  first  few  cases  to  a  London 
County  Council  Hospital,,  subject  to  such  accommodation  not 
beine.;  required  by  the  London  County  Council  to  meet  thoir  own 
needs .

I  beg  to  snbmit  ray  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
inspection  of  the  City. 

In  the  interests  of  strict  economy,  the  report  is  an  interim 
one,  but  ail  records  have  been  maintained  for  the  compilation  of 
full  report  after  the  te.mination  of  the  war. 


COMPLAIiTTS. 

637  complaints  were  received  from  householders  and  others 
dv;ring  the  year  as  compared  with  t>S9  in  1941  and  550  in  1940. 

All  received  prom.pt  attention  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken 
to  secure  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances  found,  in  spite  of  tiie 
fact  that  the  Inspecborial  staff  has  been  depleted  since  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  war  by  the  calling  up  to  H.M.  Forces  of  two  members 
of  the  staff. 


SA NTTARY  IMPROTTSMSNTS . 


Repairs  and  improvemionts  to  the  total  of  908  were  effected 
under  the  Inspectors'  direction  a.nd  supervision  throughout  the  year, 
as  comnaod  with  1113  during  1941.  Puller  details  of  the  various 
kinds  of  repairs  etc.  v;ill  be  dealt  with  in  the  report  to  bo  pre¬ 
pared  after  the  war. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

1631  loads  were  pumped  from  cesspools  in  the  City  as  against 
2153  loads  in  1941. 

In  addition  to  the  cesspool  emptying  carried  out  in  the  City 
area,  4  loads  wore  pumped  from  a  cesspool  situated  in  a  rural  area 
immediately  adjoining  the  City  boundary,  Ov/ing  to  difficulties 
€.  rising  from  transport,  the  emptying  of  cesspools  outside  the  City 
area  was  discontinued  in  1940,  and  all  applications  for  emptying 
from  residences  in  the  rural  area  are  considered  individually  by 
the  Public  Health  Committee, 

VERMINOUS  D'JITELLINGS. 

122  rooms  in  59  dv/elllngs  were  subjected  to  disinfestation 
treatment  for  the  destruction  of  vermin.  In  all  cases  thv.  houses 
were  thoroughly  sprayed  with  insecticide  followed  by  intensive 
sulphur  dioxide  fumigation, 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

1352  visits  wore  paid  by  the  Inspectors  to  various  promises 
associated  v^ith  the  sale  and  production  of  food.  Of  this  number 
961  v/ere  visits  to  Government  Slaughterhouses  in  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  carcases  etc.  at  the  time  of  slaughter. 

The  number  of  carcases  etc,  examined  during  the  year  v/as  *^770 
as  against  11,311  in  1941,  and  the  following  list  of  food,  which 
v/oighed  14  tons,  8  cwt.  -  qrs .

BACTERIOLOGICAL  TESTS .

4  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  Milk  and  11  of 
Accredited  Milk  wore  taken  from  producers’  premises  in  the  area 
and  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist  for  exEanination . 

The  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  6  of  the  Accredited  milk 
satj.sfied  the  proscribed  tests  under  the  Milk  (Special  Dcsigiiai’.on’ 
Oi’der,  1936  whilst  5  of  the  Accredited  milks  v;ere  below  the  standr.j 
This  v/as  due,  in  the  m.ain,  to  a  broakdov/n  in  the  sterilising  plaxit 
at  one  of  the  producers’  premises,  amid  ov/ing  to  war-time  conditions 
great,  difficulty  v;as  expci’ionced  in  obtaining  the  necessary  ro-> 
plaeeraonts,  and  much  delay  was  occasioned  in  rectifying  the  ti'oublo 
in  the  dairy. 

2  samples  of  milk  supplied  to  the  schools  v/ore  also  found, 
upon  bacteriological  examination,  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  samples  of  mixed  milk  wore  taken 
from  the  herds  for  the  detection  of  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis 
among  cattle.  In  each  case  the  biological  tost  carried  out  at  the 
Coouity  Laboratory  proved  there  to  bo  no  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  in 
the  m.ilk  submitted. 

V/a '’or . 


82  samples  of  drinking  viator  and  2  of  swimming  bath  water  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis 
during  the  year.  Of  this  number  16  samples  were  taken  from 
storage  tanks  and  6  from  shallow  wells  in  the  area.  The  results 
of  the  examinations  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


BAKEHOUSES . 

30  visits  were  paid  to  the  bakehouses  on  the  register  and 
the  premises  proved  upon  inspection  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 


FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

There  are  19  promises  on  the  register  of  fish  fryers,  bu“  ^ f 
this  number  only  9  v/ere  conducting  business  at  the  end  of  1942. 

Periodic  inspections  proved  them  to  bo  conducted  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  and  in  only  a  few  instances  was  it  necessary 
to  draw  attention  for  greater  care  in  the  cleansing  of  cquJ.pment 
etc.
